S.R.O. 123. — The following bye-laws for regulating Lbe collection and recovery 
of cycle tax within the DInapore Cantonment made by the Cantonment Board, 
Dlnapore in exercise of the powers eonlerred by clause (3) of section 282 and sec- 
tion 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1024), are hereby published for general 
information the same having been previously published, and having been approved 
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and confirmed by the Central Government as requi.ed by sub-section (1) of ,ectioo 
284 of the said Act, namely — 


Bye-Laws 

1. Every owner ol a bicycle or other cycle which is used or kept for use within 
the limits of the Cantonment of Dinapore shall be liable to pay the tax at the rates 
specified in the Notification of the lato Government of Bihar and Orissa No, 2455-P, 
elated the 30th March 192G, as subsequently amended. 

2. No tax shall be puyanle in respect of the fol lowing cycles, namely; — 

(a) Children’s cycles, (b) bicycles which are the property of a State Gov- 
ernment or the Central Government, (c) bicycle at the rate of one bicycle 
per po xe officer kept under Police Regulations lor use in connection with 
his official work, (d) bicycles at the late ol one bicycle per employee of the 
Government or the Board kept for the efficient performance of their duties 
for the maintenance of whir-h an allowance is paid by the employer, (e) bi- 
cycles kept for sale by a bonaflde dea'er in bicycles and not used for hire oi 
any other purpose. 

3. Every person liable fo pay the cycle tax shall make an application in Form ’A", 
appended to these bye-laws giving the particulars as required therein to the Execu- 
tive Officer, within one month of his coming into possession of the cycle to be 
taxed, for registration of the same and shall remit the tax along with the applied 
tion. The tax collected shall be acknowledged by means of an official receipt in 
Form ’B' appended to these bye-laws 

4. The receipt shall be gi anted in the name of the person paying the tax and 
shall not he transferable. 

5- On receipt of the payment oi lax and registration ol the cycle, a token shall 
be issued by the Boaid on payment of such cost as may from time to time be fixed 
by the Board. The token shall bear the same number as that indicated in the 
Demand and Jollection Register in the Board’s office against (he name ol the per- 
son liable to pay the tax; and the token shall he affixed by him on some conspicu- 
ous pari of the cycle in respect of which it is issued. 

0. If the token issued In respect of any cycle is lost, another token shall he issued 
on payment oi such amount as may be fixed by ihc Board. 

7. On expiry of the period of the lvgistiation, nameiy, on the 31st March 
next after the (late ol registration of the cycle the owner of every cycle liable lo 
be taxed shall apply within one mouth to the Executive Officer loi the renewal of 
registration and shall also remit the tax along with the application. 

8. From the information obtained from applicants for registration or renewal 
of registration or trom any other source at its disposal, the Board shall cause to be 
prepared in Form ‘C’ appended to these bye-laws, a Demand and Collection Regis- 
ter in which the names ol all persons liable to pay the cycle tax shall be entered. 

9. Persons who keep cycles for hire shall submit a list of such cycles giving Ihe 
frame number and name of the makes, on the 1st April and 1st October of each 
year- 

10- The Executive Officer or the person authorised by the Board in this behalf 
may enter the premises where such cycles are kept for lure, for Ihe purpose of 
inspection of the cycles. 

11. When the owner of any registered cycle transfers such cycle to another 
person during Ihe currency of the registration, such transfer shall be reported to 
the Executive Officer and thereupon the name of the transferee shall be substl- 
tuted for the name of the original owner m the Demand and Collection Register. 
The transferee shall not in that case be liable to pay the tax for Ihe current year, 
it ihe transfei or has already paid tax foi that year. 

12. The original owner shall, until such transfer Is reported and the transferee’s 
name is substituted in the Demand and Colledlon Register of the year, lie liable 
as owner of file cycle for compliance wffh these bye laws. 

13 Whoever contravenes any of these byelaws shall on conviction by a Magis- 
trate be punishable with a tine which mav extend to Oily rupees and in the case 
of a continuing breach, with an additional tine which may extend to ten rupees 
for every day during which such breach continues after conviction for the first 
such breach.
